S.O. 1197.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 6 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1903), and after previous 
publication as required by rule 11 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) 
Rules, 1904, the Central Government hereby— 

(1) notifies that the organic chemicals specified in the Schedule annexed 

hereto shall be subject to inspection prior to export; 

(2) specifies the type of inspection In accordance with the Export of 

Organic Chemicals (Inspection) Rules, 1966, as the type of inspection 
which would be applied to Such organic chemicals; 

( 8 ) prohibits the export, in the course of international trade, of any of the 
aforesaid organic chemicals unless the same Is accompanied by a 
certificate Issued by an agency recognised by the Central Government 
under section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 
1963 (22 of 1903), to the effect that the organic chemical is export¬ 
worthy. 

2. Nothing in this notification shall apply to the export by land, sea or air, of 
samples of any organic chemical (not exceeding 1000 gms) to prospective buyers. 

3. This notification shall come Into force on 15th May 1900.
